Both Plummet to Ground 
and Burn; Line Execu­ 
tives Are Victims

COLUMBUS, G a . April 22 Nine 
persons were killed today when a 
special Delta, Airlines plane carry­ 
ing eight executives of the com­ 
pany. included one top official, col­ 
lided with a civilian plane and both 
crashed onto the airport here where 
they were envp'ojrod in flames. 
The Delta plane was coming into 
the airport for a landing when, a ir­ 
line officials said, the civilian plane

Bernard M. Baruch is one of the first to *ay in the 
United States what every honest ob server Is saying In 
England: that the waste of World War II cannot b e 
offset b y anything less than full production. 


Mr Baruch, whose age and prestige give him the 
right to say what he b elieves without fear of reprisals, 
recommends specifically that the United States adopt 
a 44-hour week, with no strikes or layoffs, until Jan 
1. 19 49 "The results.’’ he declares, "would b e electri­ 
fying.” 
He denies that loans and grants are going to save 
anything "One of the world s delusions,” he assert*, 
"Is that the world can b e set right b y b orrowing money. 
It can get along only if men work. If we accept the 
challenge to preserve civilization, it means greater ef­ 
fort—greater even than tha t exerted during the war.” 
There Ls sound statistical evidence that Mr. B ar­ 
uch Is right when he proposes a longer work week to 
overcome a lab or shortage. L. C. W alker points out in 
the current issue of American Affairs that the 40-hour 
week, vacation schedules, federal employment, O. I 
education programs, social security, plus the Increase 
in the population, necessitate a lab or force of 69 ,000,- 
000 In 19 47 to produce a standard of living equal to 
that of 19 29 -9 0 Tills calculation does not consider the 
widespread inefficiency of the lab or force, a factor 
which Mr. Walker b elieves more than offsets tech­ 
nological advances 
Me suggests that the United States has a net short­ 
age In its lab or force of 10,000,000 persons, a figure 
which may b e challenged b ut which represents the 
same prob lem tackled b y Mr. Baruch when he pro­ 
poses a national Increase in the work week To have 
strength the United Stales must have more produc­ 
tion. To have more production it m ust have more work 
There can b e no half-hearted salvation. 


Poor Sa lesma nship 
"We make no apology for 7 5-cent or 85-eent b ut­ 
ter." an American Dairy association official has told 
Ohio dairymen, and he goes on: “We make no apology 
for 65-cent cheese or 20-or 25-cont milk. If the pub ­ 
lic knew how much It was getting for these prices, it 
wouldn't complain." 
Granted that dairy products provide exceptionally 
nutritious food, a tnkc-it-or-leave-it attitude is not 
sound merchandising practice, w hether the goods for 
sale are hairpins, tractors or cottage cheese 
Furthermore, Ohio dairymen, b y using their influ­ 
ence with lural legislators to keep unfair and out­ 
moded restrictions on the sale of oleomargarine, are 
alienating the sympathy of a sub stantial portion of 
Ohio's urb an population. It Ls Just another item in the 
campaign harassm ent, which, when it goes fnr enough, 
will b ring b elated retrib ution on the rural areas which 
for years have dominated the legislature 


Beyond The La w 
Passage of a strong lab or law reform b ill b y the 
House, prospect of similar, if somewhat milder, action 
b y the Senate und the possib ility tha t President T ru­ 
m an may give Congress a green light in handling this 
issue in 19 47 comb ine to make a dangerous illusion. 
The United States can no more escape a plague of 
strikes and unsettled industrial circum stances with a 
strong b ill to reform certain practices than it was ab le 
to escape these handicaps b y passing the 
National 
Lab or Relations Act. 
Those who say that law is the cause of the condi­ 
tions they now hope to correct w ith another law need 
only to recall that in 19 35 it was supposed to b e the 
ultim ate answer to the prob lem of lab or relations. The 
ultim ate answer lies elsewhere.
